who have been refugees in France 
for five

to Serbia.

speak only French, having forgot 
every word of their mother tongue. 
rl he future home of the children 
is the big orphanage in Belgrade, 
and here they will he as contented 
and comfortable as they were in 
france. 
The orphanage is a mod­ 
el in every way, under the manage­ 
ment of American women. 
As the 
children 
grow 
up they 
will be 
taught useful occupations, so that 
they can make their own way in 
the world. 
The Serbian government arrang­ 
ed a fete in honor of tho arrival of 
the little exiles. 
The children of 
the orphanage were all 'n their 
best (lethes and were (lancing the 
famous “kolo” of Serbia when their 
new comrades arrived.

pert, a brewer of New York, involv- i 
ed authority under the acts to man­

In arguing the cases before the 
supreme court on Nov. 20 and 21, 
1919. Elihu Root and others ap­ 
pearing in opposition to the prohi­ 
bition acts contended that war-time 
prohibition 
was 
unconstitutional 
because congress had no pow’er lo 
prohibit the sale of intoxicats with 
in a state except under its war pow ­ 
er which had ceased; that the act 
conflicted with the fifth constitu­ 
tional amendment prohibiting the 
taking of private property without 
just compensation and that the war 
had terminated, making the act ob 
solete and invalid. It wras also con 
tended that the Volstead law (the 
prohibition enforcement act by fif­ 
ing one-half of one per cent as the 
maximum amount of alcohol iii ber 
erages. established a new’ standard 
for intoxicants. 
Mr. Root also con­ 
tended that the constitutional pro­ 
hibition amendment allowed liquor 
dealers a “year of grace” to en 
able them to readjust their affairs 
to meet changed conditions but de 
spite the amendment, which he ar

Washington. Dec. 15.- Great .Brit­ 
ain’s plans for establishing; a ((in­ 
stitutional form of government in 
Egypt are set forth in an official 
statement made by Earl Curzon. 
British minister of foreiggn ai flairs 
which has been received here. Ob 
jects of the Milner Mission which 
goes to Egypt to arrange the pro­ 
posed new government are describ­ 
ed in the statement. 
The British foreign secretary an­ 
nounces that it is the intention of 
the British government to estab­ 
lish the largest measure of self­ 
government for which Egypt is be­ 
lieved capable at this time. He 
states that the Milner Mission is 
not authorized to impose a consti­ 
tution on Egypt but rather to study 
I the situation and confer with tile 
native leaders. 
In part. Earl Curdon’s statement 
follows: 
“It was in 1914 after we had been 
compelled to declared 
war upon 
Turkey that the British protector-! 
ate over Egypt was declared. 
So 
far as this btffng intended or indeed 
regarded at the time as a high­ 
handed act. aimed at the suppres­ 
sion of Egyptian liberties, it was 
decided upon by Mr. Asquith’s gov­ 
ernment as 
a much milder 
and 
more generous policy than that of 
annexation, which at that time was 
strongly advocated by some. 
Cy­ 
prus. which had long been admin 
istered by the Colonial office as 
part of the British empire, was an­ 
nexed. 
But the opportunity of in 
corporating Egypt in the empire 
was deliberately, and I think, wise­ 
ly rejected because if was intended 
in a wide latitude of opnortunity 
which formulae of a protectorate 
offers, to give free scope to the po­ 
litical aspirations 
and the self­ 
governing capacities of the Egyp­ 
tian people. 
“I need ha refly elaborate the rea­ 
sons for which Great Britain is 
compelled to interest herself in the 
political fortunes of Egypt, and is 
unable to give any encouragement 
to the claim of 
complete national 
independence. 
Quite apart from 
the fact that Egypt, if left to stand 
alone, could neither , protect 
her 
frontiers against 
extenal aggres­ 
sion nor guarantee a strong or im­ 
partial government at home, her 
geographical position at the gate 
of Palestine, at the doorway of Af­ 
rica and the high road to India 
renders it impossible that the Brit­ 
ish empire wit hany regard to its 
own security and conditions should 
wash it hands of the responsibility 
for Egypt. 
“Egypt is of course primarily an 
Egyptian interest, the good govern­ 
ment and the prosperity and hap­ 
piness of its people are the highest 
consideration. But it is also a Brit­ 
ish empire with any regard to its 
and I suspect that there are few 
who would deny that it is also a 
world interest, and that the world 
interest is best secured h r leaving 
Egypt under the aegis of a great 
civilized power. 
“But within these boundaries is 
a wide and ample field in which 
the Egyptians are invited to pattie 
ipate, and must as time passes on. 
particiupate in an ever increasing 
degree in the government of their 
country. 
We recognize the legiti­ 
macy of these aspirations. 
We de­ 
sire to provide for their satisfac­ 
tion. The progressive development 
of self governing institutions in 
Egypt is an ideal In which the'* 
may share with us and we with 
them. 
It is not to be thought of 
that a race like the Egyptians pos­ 
sessing in its upper ranks a high 
culture 
amil historic 
memories 


should be content with a role 
passive subordination in the 
ministration of their country. 
“It will be the object of Lord 
Milnor and his colleagues, in con­ 
sultation with the Sultan and b's 
ministers and representative Egyp­ 
tians of all classes to devise the 
details of a constitution b\ which 
all these parties shall be able in 
their several spheres and in an 
increasing degree to cooperate in 
the management of Egyptian af­ 
fairs. 
British assistance and Brit­ 
ish guidance will still be required. 
Nor will any of those who have fol­ 
lowed ’he historv of Egypt for th^ 
last fort'- years and seen the 
tounding 
advance that 
she ha.- 
made under our auspices question 
the necessity of this supervision. 
“Lord Milner’s mission is not go­ 
ing out to Egypt with a const itu 
tion in its pocket. 
It intends to 
consult all parties before it even 
forms an o.firion. 
It is not author­ 
ized to in pose r. constitution upoi 
Egypt. 
What It has to do is to in 
dertake the preliminary work that 
is necessary before the future form 
of government is determined ”

DEPORTATION OF 
ALIEN SLACKERS IS 
BEING URGED 


tnd strengthening of the border 
patrol service against 
undesir- 
ihles, are among the recommenda­ 
tions made by Commissioner Gen 
peal Oaminetti of the Immigration 
bureau in bis annual report. 
Suggestions 
that 
immigration 
he suspended completely were op­ 
posed by the commissioner on the 
ground that it would have an “in­ 
jurious effect upon our efforts to 
further American commerce and 
enterprise in foreign 
countries.’* 
Continuance of war-time passport 
vise regulations and assignment of 
mmigratfon Bureau 
representa­ 
tives at consular offices to aid in 
excluding undesirables was urged 
nstead. 
Only two aliens were excluded 
’rom the Fnited States during the 
iscal year on anarchistic grounds, 
while thirty-seven aliens in 
the 
same class were expelled from the 
country and fifty-five are 
now 
awaiting deportation. 
To 
reach 
American citizens who engage in 
similar propaganda. 
the 
report 
urges that “the acts prohibited by 
the anarchistic provisions of the 
immigration law's” be made crim­ 
inal offenses. 
Deportation is “not punishment 
’or crime,” but merely allows the 
alien anarchist to change his field 
of activity, the report said.and add­ 
ed that it wfas to be hoped that 
‘the lot of the anarchist will not 
so continue, but that by the com­ 
mon consent of civilized 
nations 
something more may he done to 
provide for this adequate punish­ 
ment as an international outlaw.” 
Commenting upon the number of 
“picture brides.” who have come to 
tiffs country from Japan, the report 
declared the gentleman’s 
agree­ 
ment- with that country had “not 
brought the degree of restriction 
which might have been, and prob- 
bly was anticipated by those who 
took part in the negotiations.” hut 
that this result “grows out of the 
i c ms of tile agreement rather than 
the manner of its observance.”
